Students  excel  in  first  Geography  Challenge 


Students  in  Grades  8  and  9  recently  completed  the 
Great  Canadian  Geography  challenge,  a  general- 
knowledge  competition  put  on  by  the  Royal  Canadian 
Geographical  Societ)'  to  promote  the  study  ot  geography. 

Participating  schools  hold  classroom  and  school 
competitions,  with  the  top  ten  students  from  each  school 
completing  a  written  test,  which  is  then  sent  on  to  Ottawa 
for  evaluation.  The  students  who  submit  the  best  written 
tests  then  go  on  to  take  part  in  the  provincial 
championships,  with  the  top  ten  from  each  province  going 
on  to  the  nationals,  held  in  Ottawa  in  May. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  Selwyn  House  School 
participated.  M.  Decelles  and  I  ran  two  separate 
competitions,  one  in  English  and  one  in  French.  The  top 
student  from  each,  Abibou  Ngom  and  David  Smucker, 
submitted  written  tests  to  Ottawa,  and  both  were  selected  to 
compete  in  the  provincial  finals  held  on  March  31  at  LCC. 

The  day  began  with  preliminary  rounds — one  in  English 
and  four  in  French — which  concentrated  on  Canadian 
geography.  Students  were  asked  questions  and  given  fifteen 
seconds  to  write  their  answer  on  a  large  sheet  of  paper.  At 
the  end  of  the  allotted  time,  they  were  asked  to  hold  up  the

sheets  and  their  scores  were  tabulated.  At  the  end  of  this 
round,  in  which  both  Abibou  and  David  competed  well,  the 
teachers  were  overjoyed  to  learn  that  David  had  scored  in 
the  top  ten,  and  was  allowed  to  advance  to  the  semi-final 
round,  which  was  held  in  both  languages. 

In  this  round,  the  questions  began  to  dwell  on  world 
geography  a  bit  more,  but  this  was  not  a  problem  for  David, 
who  was  selected  to  compete  in  the  final  round  with  four 
other  students,  one  of  whom  was  the  previous  year's 
provincial  champion. 

In  the  final  round,  the  questions  became  much  more 
challenging,  but,  at  the  end  of  it,  David  was  in  a  tie  for 
fourth  place.  Since  only  the  top  four  students  from  Quebec 
were  eligible  to  compete  at  the  national  level,  a  sudden- 
death  round  was  necessary.  Sadly,  David  was  the  first 
student  to  miss  a  question,  and  lost  his  chance  to  advance 
to  the  nationals. 

Both  Abibou  and  David  did  very  well,  especially 
considering  that  it  was  the  first  time  Selwyn  House  took 
part  in  this  competition.  We  look  forward  to  next  year  with 
great  anticipation,  and  hope  to  make  an  even  better 
showing.

Although  the  band  sometimes  hit  a  wrong  note  and 
the  choir  sometimes  sang  off  key,  the  show  was 
entertaining  and  that  was  all  that  mattered. 

Jazz  Storm  in  Italy 

From  March  10  to  20,  the  Jazz  Storm  travelled  in  a 
land  far,  far  away  from  our  own.  We  were  in  Italy,  the  land 
of  good  food,  good  music,  and  good  taste.  We  arrived  in 
Milan  and  made  our  way  to  Verona,  where  we  saw  an 
ancient  amphitheatre  and  a  balcony  where  Romeo  is 
supposed  to  have  wooed  Juliet.  Then  it  was  on  to  Venice, 
where  we  saw  the  Grand  Canal  and  St.  Mark's  Basilica.  In 
Padova,  outside  Venice,  we  were  scheduled  to  play  our 
first  concert  in  a  cozy  little  piazza,  but  the  weather  turned 
against  us  and  the  rain  drowned  our  hopes. 

We  travelled  on  to  Florence,  where  the  Doge's  Palace 
and  Ponte  Vecchio  made  for  a  pleasant  visit.

When  we  arrived  at  the  site  in  late  afternoon,  the  area  was 
bustling  with  people  strolling  and  shopping,  so  we 
expected  a  good  crowd  that  evening.  However,  when  we 
had  set  up  and  checked  everything  and  the  time  had  come 
to  play,  much  of  our  potential  audience  had  left  the  piazza. 
Although  we  were  disappointed  not  to  play  for  more 
people,  our  musicians  and  singers  gave  it  their  all. 

It  was  then  on  to  Rome,  our  final  destination.  Here, 
the  ruins  of  the  Roman  Empire,  such  as  the  Coliseum  and 
the  Forimi,  could  be  seen  everywhere.  We  were  scheduled 
to  perform  here,  but  upon  our  arrival  it  was  discovered 
that  the  venue  was  too  small  for  our  forty-member 
ensemble,  so  the  show  was  cancelled. 

From  a  performance  perspective,  the  trip  was  less  than 
we  had  hoped  for.  However,  the  experience  of  being  in 
Italy  was  quite  a  pleasure,  one  that  none  of  us  will  soon 
forget.

An  explosive  performance 


A  sobering  message

On  February  26,  2001,  nationally  renowned  speaker 
Norbert  Georget  made  a  stop  at  Selwyn  House.  Popular 
for  his  motivational  speeches,  Georget  delivered  his 
inspiring  message  that  has  touched  over  850,000  students  across 
the  country.  His  "Power  Life"  presentation  provided  us  with  an 
in-depth  look  at  the  harms  of  teenage  drinking  and  driving, 
substance  abuse,  and  peer  pressure.  Drawing  upon  his  disturbing 
experiences  as  a  trauma  paramedic,  Georget  used  an  array  of 
visual,  audio,  and  pyrotechnics  effects  to  emphasize  his 
uncompromising  message.  Tragic  stories  of  lost  lives  and  broken 
families  quickly  hushed  the  crowd,  but  they  clearly  served  their 
purpose.  By  the  end  of  the  assembly,  we  were  all  deeply  touched 
by  Norbert  Georget's  compelling  preaching  that  "It's  okay  not  to 
drink,"  and  not  to  crumble  under  peer  pressure.  Moreover,  he 
stressed  the  importance  of  preventing  our  own  friends  from 
driving  under  dangerous  circumstances.  All  in  all,  I  lound  this 
speech  to  be  an  awakening  lesson,  as  we  are  all  at  a  vulnerable 
age  when  drinking  and  driving  can  be  easily  mixed.

Robotics  at  Selwyn  House  is  always 
a  team  effott.  The  School's  ptoject 
involves    many   different   aspects 
other  than  just  engineering. 

The  team  must  not  only  build  a  robot, 
but  it  must  also  make  a  seven-minute 
video  documenting  the  team  and  the 
programme,  including  a  short  clip  about 
the  School  and  the  processes  involved  in 
creating  "Muffin,"  the  SHS  entry  in  this 
year's  robotics  competition. 

Also,  the  team  must  design  and 
program  an  interactive  Web  page,  and 
produce  a  100-page  binder  documenting 
all  the  stages  of  the  project:  the  designs, 
the  costs,  the  construction,  and  all  the 
other  aspects  used  to  come  up  with  the 
final  product.  Lastly,  the  Robotics  team 
must  make  an  oral  presentation  to  an 
engineering  panel.

For  the  past  few  years,  the  Fall  Event  Committee  has 
donated  some  of  the  proceeds  from  their  event  to  be  used 
for  technolog)'  acquisitions  at  Selw)'n  House.  This  generous 
offering  has  provided  the  school  with  two  SmartBoards, 
several  LCD  projection  units,  and  a  colour  laser  printer. 
Last  year,  these  funds  were  also  used  to  purchase  the  first 
three  laptop  computers  that  were  given  to  teachers  as  part  of 
our  laptop  project. 

A  SmartBoard  is  an  electronic  whiteboard  that  allows 
teachers  to  project  images  from  their  laptop  computer  onto 
the  board,  and  then  draw  on  or  manipulate  the  image  using 
their  finger  or  a  special  marker.  Images  or  sketches  can  then 
be  printed  or  saved  and  distributed  to  students  via  the 
network  or  email.  Another  advantage  to  using  the 
SmartBoard  is  that  each  example  is  saved,  and  not 
completely  erased.  If  a  student  has  a  question  regarding  a 
previous  example,  the  teacher  can  immediately  recall  and 
display  the  example. 

The  SmartBoard  is  particularly  helpful  in  math  class, 
where,  combined  with  software  like  Geometer's  Sketchpad, 
it  allows  teachers  and  students  to  generate  geometric  figures 
and  then  edit  and  alter  the  drawings  on  the  SmartBoard. 
The  combination  of  colour  and  dynamic  manipulations  is 
helpful  when  teaching  geometry. 

The  colour  laser  printer  has  been  used  throughout  the 
school  to  print  newsletters,  cards,  drawings,  and  miniature 
books  created  by  the  students.  They  are  absolutely  thrilled 
to  have  their  images  produced  in  colour. 

These  resources  enhance  the  teaching  and  learning 
experience  in  the  classroom,  and  the  School  is  grateful  to 
the  Fall  Event  Committee  for  their  donation.

Greetings  to  you  again,  Sekvyn  House  family  and 
friends.  Let  me  take  some  time  to  explain  some  of 
the  newest  electronic  resources  in  the  SHS  Library. 

The  boys  have  probably  told  you  about  all  the  new 
Pentium  computers  that  arrived  in  the  Library  in 
September.  We  can  all  remember  how  painfully  slow  our 
older  computers  were.  And,  of  course,  we  all  remember 
when  we  thought  that  CD-ROMs  like  Encarta  were  so 
marvelous  that  nothing  could  ever  be  more  efficient  for 
research.  Now  we  all  use  OLRS,  (On-Line  Research 
Subscription  databases)  without  a  second  thought.  Students 
have  already  learned  to  access  them  through  the  "favorites" 
on  the  Internet.  Now  we  are  putting  one  of  our  most  useful 
OLRS  (Eureka)  on  the  Library  section  of  the  SHS  home 
page,  to  be  used  all  over  the  school  and,  very  soon,  at  home 
through  our  secure  site. 

what  are  these  sources,  really? 

Eureka  is  a  full-text  database  of  Canadian  and 
worldwide  French  and  English  newspapers  and  popular 
magazines.  The  material  is  both  current  and  maintains 
archived  material  as  well.  Calling  up  "sports"  in  La  Presse  as 
a  simple  search  yields  thousands  of  articles  including  those 
featured  in  today's  La  Presse.  Great  fun. 

Briefly,  our  other  OLRS  include: 

1 .  Ebsco's  Canadian  Reference  Center  (full-text 
Canadian  and  American  English  newswire  services, 
magazines,  biography,  image  collection  and  selected  full  text 


Canadian  Reference  books). 

2.  Gale  Research's  Galenet  Literary  Databases  (full-text 
Twentieth  Century  Authors  biographical  and  critical 
material  and  also  full-text  Shakespearean  Criticism). 

3.  Micromedia's  Information  Resource  Center  (our  first 
full-text  Canadian  Newsdisk  in  English  including  The 
Gazette  with  extensive  archives). 

4.  sir's  Knowledge  Source  (the  original  full-text 
debater's  source  for  government  documents,  serious  journals 
and  news  coverage  of  "controversial  issues"). 

5.  Melchior  Software's  C.E.R.F.  or  Curriculum  and 
Education  Resource  Finder  (a  student-  and  teacher-oriented 
Internet  search  engine,  with  no  bad  or  dead  links,  that  can 
be  searched  by  "related  topics"  and  can  be  used  from  both 
school  and  home). 

6.  World  Book's  On-line  Global  Edition  of  the  Wodd 
Book  Encyclopedia. 

These  subscriptions  or  standing  orders  are  part  of  the 
Library's  materials-ordering  budget  and  are  reviewed  and 
updated  regularly.  New  OLRS  are  available  constantly  and 
we  intend  to  stay  on  the  cutting  edge  of  sources  that  provide 
the  best  material  for  the  needs  of  Selwyn  House  students 
and  staff  Please  feel  free  to  come  and  try  these  out  and  look 
for  Eureka  on  your  home  computer  soon  in  the  library 
section  of  the  SHS  home  page.

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Student  Survey  on  Computer/ Internet  Access  at  Home 


A  survey  of  computer  technology  in  the  homes  of  SHS 
students  was  taken  in  March  of  this  year  via  the 
home  forms  from  Grade  5  through  10.  Not  all  of  the 
boys  were  present  for  the  surve\'  (fifteen  were  not  sur\'eyed).

but  it  still  provides  a  "snapshot"  of  technology  access  at 

home  for  our  students. 

An  overview  of  the  data  shows  that  virtually  all  of  SHS 

students  in  Grades  5  through  10  have  a  computer  for  their 
use  at  home  with  Internet  access.  This  means 
that  teachers  can  email  their  students  or  assign 
Internet-related  assignments  at  home. 

Most  Selwyn  House  School  families  have 
multiple  computers  at  home.  Almost  half  of 
our  students  have  a  computer  for  their  own  use 
at  home.  This  percentage  increases  slightly  for 
the  Middle  School  and  again  for  Grades  9  & 
10  (from  37  per  cent  in  Grades  5  &  6,  to  46 
per  cent  in  Middle  School,  to  50  per  cent  in 
Grades  9  &  10). 

For  the  statistics  in  the  table  at  left,  302  of 
the  317  students  in  Grades  5  through  10  were 
surveyed.
